An encouraging work la In progress 
In Montevideo, undor Ensign and Mrs. 
Lunddgren, wlio are In charge of our 
native Corps, and Open-Air and In- 
side Meetings are beld w th perfect 
liberty. This, however, 1b not the 
branch of work I desire to speak 
about at the moment: Instead I 
would Iflse to refer to the work car- 
ried on amongst the seamen of the 
por'. 

1 spent my furlough in our Sailors' 
Home, End saw with real nloasure the 
work that was dally carr'ed on by 
Captain .Westcott and bla helpers- 
There are men of many nations liv- 
ing in the Home — Britishers, Ameri- 
cans, Frenchmen, Swedes, Germans, 
Italians, and Argentines. Many of 
these are Bent to the Home by the 
different Consuls, who f'nd In the 
Salvationist In charge a man who Is 
ready to help at all times; notes are 
received very often from the Consuls 
requesting the Captain to purchase 
tickets for men who desire to go to 
Buenos Ayres. Such voyagers are 
seen on board by the Officer. During 
my stay 'n the Home I was struck 
with the kindness of the British. Am- 
erlcau. German, and otbGr Consuls. 
Seamen are very often stranded In 
this city, no doubt In many cases 
through their own fault; but the Con- 
suls are ever ready to give them a 
chance, and they are accordingly sent 
with a note or t'eket reanestlng the 
Captain to give them a day or two's 
board and lodging in the Home If he 
thinks they are deserving cases,—

A Hew Terror in Haval Warfare. 

Tbose who believe that an Increase 
in the power of war engines will u'tl- 
mately keep nations from venturing 
on hostilities are pleased with the 
latest progress of Naval Constructor 
Hollman, of the German navy, w.ho- 
has taken out a patent on a device 
for destroying immense battleships. 
It ls an enormous magnetic dynamo, 
capable of being charged up to 20,000 
volts. With this. Constructor Holl- 
man asserts be can attract by mag- 
netic powtr any battleship with'B a 
radios of seven miles. In fact, he 
believes he will yet be able to con- 
struct a magnet so powerful as to 
attract an entire fleet of battleships 
■into ahallow water, where they wl'l 
be grounded and thus rendered use- 
less for warlike purposes. 

His plan Is to establ'sh the mas. 
netlc dynamos in the mouths ot 
rivers, or favorable submerged posi- 
tions along the ooast, where they 
would not be readily detected. As 
there are magnetic dynamos In sev- 
eral of the German shipyards capab'e 
of lifting. a dead weight of 50,000 
pounds, Hollmah's clams can be 
readily granted. It would seem that 
anchors and ship's enslnes would be 
powerless against the silent force 
drawing them toward Ineffectiveness. 
How like this Is to the hidden forces 
or sin that draw men to destruction.

BY THE CHIEF OF THE STAFF. 

ABOUT THE CHILDREN. 




HAVE Just concluded a 
Council with the leading 
Officers of The Army In 
Great Britain who are 
engaged In directing our 
work for ehlldren— that Is, Tor the 
Salvation of ch-'ldren and for their 
training In eoodness and virtue. The 
Council continued for two days, and 
Its full Bcsslono eat from eight to 
nine hours each day, with Secllons 
working upon parLcuiar topics be- 
tween times. The gathering was 
marked by closo attention and by a 
serious and yet delightful unity and 
confidence which prom se great 
things for the future. 

Councils of this kind, the working 
of which is, of necessity, little known, 
and still less understood, outside the 
inner circles of The Army, are of 
infinite value to our Work. Espe- 
cially does this apply where they are 
devoted, as was the case In the 
Council to which I am alluding, to 
the consideration of some one branch 
of our operations. Officers who com- 
pose them have opportunity of 
spiritual Intercourse and for com- 
paring notes and advising and cheer- 
ing and helping one another which 
are simply invaluable. The Inter- 
change of oplnon and Judgment be- 
tween tbem and t.beir leaders is also 
of the highest consequence. 

The labor involved on the part of 
those leaders In preparation for such 
efforts, Including, as It does, tbo 
most searching invesUgat'on into the 
actual work being carried on and its 
results, together with Inquiry Into 
tbe hindrances and dlfficult'es which 
confront It, Is also very valuable. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate 
the intense Interest which develops 
as such a Council proceeds. And the 
splendid unanlm'ty which manifests 
Itse'.f in the presence of all manner 
of problems — many of them problems 
on which differences of Judgment 
and opinion must. In the nature of 
things, arise— Is an unmistakable 
ev.'dence of the presence of the Spirit 
of God Who crowns all. 

There is, Indeed, much to be grate- 
ful for In many aspects of our chil- 
dren's, or as we call It, our Junior 
wcrk. The Officers composing the 
recent Council did well to be glad. 
The old notion that religion does not 
touch ch'idren, except with a long 
pole of propriety and silence and so 
forth, has gone— shattered, I hoi*, for 
ever! The still more disquieting 
opinion that all the Church of God Is 
called upon to do for little children 
is to teach them the theory of Chrls- 
L'anlty, and Impart correct ideas 
about Joseph, the Passage of the 
Dead Sea, and the Ten Command- 
ments, is also passing. Thank God, a 
hope— a real hope— for tbe children's 
Salvation, while yet they are chil- 
dren, Is breaking In upon multitudes, 
and especially upon multltndea or 
our own people In The Ealvaton 
Army. 

We have had something to do with 
bringing in the new Ideas. We havs 
led the way In associating in the 
children's minds the serv.'ce of God 
with a life of happiness. We Save 
shown how It was possltfe, even 
among tbe poorest and roagbeM of 
tbe population, to join together true 



worship and true obedience and true 
service with the jolTest music and 
singing and the brightest Meetings 
end the gladsomest outings. 

And we have done more than this. 
We car, as I said to the Conncll, lay 
claim to having made, in two or 
three d'rections, a distinct mark In 
this matter upon the age in which we 
live. Thus: 

We .have established a great Move- 
ment in the world for bringing chil- 
dren Into recognized fellowship with 
the Church of Chr si, and bave, in 
some measure at any rate, revived 
tbe idea of child salvation. 

We have fjbown that It is possible 
to Inspire the young people with 
Ideas of sacrifice for Chr'st's sake in 
a decree which has been unheard of 
since the early days of Christianity, 
when the child-martjrs were amongst 
tbe roost B'orious wonders of tbe sav- 
ing and supporting grace of God. 

We have shown also that the chil- 
dren of the v lest and lowest classes, 
as well as of others, can be used as 
channels of communication and Sal- 
vation hy which to reach their par- 
ents and relatives. We have done 
this in 3 measure wbicb has never 
been heard of before, and we are con- 
vinced that hy God's blessing it can 
be done on a very much larger scale 
than anything we have yet attempted. 

I tfc nk 1 may say, then, that *re 
have a right to rejoice. I think the 
Officers and workers of this Army 
have grounds beyond the common lor 
storifying God sad magnifying His 
great mercy towards as in that wo 
bave teen able, in spile of the great- 
est d'fficultles, to accomplish tWs 
work, and to establish an organiza- 
tion wbicb fclds fair to cany it on 
and to spread lis influences through- 
out the world. 

Perhaps this is not the place to do 
so, oj"-1 yet I cannot refrain frmm ci- 
pressiiig my adm'ralioa for our I>ccal 
Officers, especially in Hheir self- 
denial and often unnoticed {oi! in this 
department of Salvation activity. My 
comrades, your reward 's sure! 

But Oh. what might be done! Ob, 
that 1 could reach and influence the 
minds and hesrts of thousands wio 
could. 1 am sure, if they would, bs 
valuable helpers in IMs mighty cam- 
paign! If 1 could, I would entreat 
them to come forward and naaSe same 
effort instant'y for lie cbi'dren _ s 
well-being. 

Do net suppose tnat a"! is well 
with them because tSey are being 
better educated than in days sans Uy. 
Do not be conteBl wiUj jcjolcsng (bat 
the horrors of the old-rashioned 
schools, and the igBoHjioks of s^&sse 
and oiit!ty which often marked tbe~i>.

attempt, In whfeb they shot a. police 
lieutenant."

blm, He Still has the straight, slim 
figure of a young man, hut b's 
wrinkled face and coronal of white 
hair and flowing white baard tell of 
his eighty odd years. He Is still 
keen for work, and In the tiny plain- 
ly furnished back room of b s very 
modest home at Had'ey Wood In the 
northern outskirts of London be Is 
writing his autobiography In tbe In- 
tervals, hetw-en meetings and Salva- 
tion Army work In all parts of the 
country. When fin shed, this auto- 
. biography will ho a memorabe work, 
fililns up and rounding out an im- 
portant chapter in the social and 
spiritual history of Britain, and da- 
scrblng the beginning and progress 
of what Beaant called "The Great 
Sndsavor."

Its purely spiritual side the 'auto- 
biography" should have a wonderful 
fascination as a study In spiritual 
growth and Inheritance. It win show 
how a Nott ngbam merchant's son, 
who might have become through 
sheer business abl'lty a great mer- 
chant prince, abandoned commerce 
and took to street preaching, cutting 
himself at the same time adrift from 
the Church of England, I" which he 
had been brought up. And it will 
show his successive changes from 
Wesleyanlam, with which he first 
allied himself, to Congregationalism, 
then to the Method'st New Connex- 
ion, and finally, a free man, as tbe 
pioneer on the Mile-end Waste of a 
movement which Its opponents 
thought to stifle with sneers at "Cory- 
bantic Christianity." 

The writing of the book "s proceed- 
ing by fits and starts, for General 
Booth in this, as in other matters, is 
autocratic and will allow no interfer- 
ence w th bis methods. The life of 
the Booth family at Hadley Wood is 
Ideaiy simple. Mr. Bramwell Booth, 
tbe General's eldest son and chief of 
tbe staff, lives with bis family close 
at hand, and every morning, before 
he leaves fcr London, visits bis fa- 
ther. Whatever work is n hand at 
l^e moment is put aside whi'e tie 
two converse on the affairs of The 
Salvation Army or on matters of puo- 
tlc interest. It Is an Interesting fact 
that every officer of The Salvation 
Army, no matter bow blgb. a's rank 
on the staff. Is a'so a common soldier 
on the roll book of one of the Corps. 
Thus General Booth himse!f is a Sol- 
dier of the Barnet Corps, and al- 
though he is unable to attend the. 
n 'feting!?, he "fires his cartridge," 
otherwise pays bis snbscript'on into 
the branch every week. For this rea- 
son tie news brought by bis grand- 
children from tbe Barnet branch. al- 
ways interests biui greatly, and iheSr 
visits are responsible for many a de- 
lay In the composlton of the "auto- 
hfography."

Structures has come a 
revolution la the requ're; 
ments and conditions of 
building, says Frank W. 
Skinner In the Century Magazine. 

-Their height has been quadrup'ed, 
their weight multlpl ed still more, and 
Instead, of helng can-led on thick 
walls "spread over a considerable area 
of ground, they are now carried 
WholIy<»u slender columns. Thl3 con- 
centrates many hundred tons of load, 
and qqyelops pressures which would 
crush" the masonry, and cause the 
Structures to penetrate sort earth al- 
most tea a stone Blnka In water. These 
build' jigs are so tall that their walls 
are exposed to millions of sounds of 
wind-pressure; they contain engines 
and machinery which must have Im- 
movable beds to pravent disastrous 
vibrations; and they are equipped 
ffith elevators' and m les of steam au<j 
water-plpea,.. which, would be disabled 
If the, building settled enough to dis- 
tort or; displace them the frauUon of 
an 'Inch, 

- Added to all this Is the fact that 
the fabulous value of land In the 
largest-, Amer'can cities determines 
the sites of these buildings without 
any consideration as to whether the 
Boil can support them, and that both 
In New York and Chicago,' where 
most of tho vory tall buildings or the 
world, have been constructed, thio soli 
Is treacherous and diff 'cult. Many of 
Che sRy-scrapers have been founded 
on Quicksand, many on mud, and 
others have been built over subter- 
ranean rivers, through which their 
foundations were boldly carried to 
bate bottom. 

' Such work Is very expansive, and 
Bias cost a. million or more for a 
single bu'ldlng tn New York, and 
that not the tallest. First of all, the 
.weight" or the building and Its con. 
tentfl-^-p'efhaps 50,000,000 pounds— Is 
calculated, and the exact character 
of tbe soli Is determined to a depth 
of a hundred feet. If . necessary. This 
Is usually done before the eslstng 
building Is removed, explorations he- 
lng often made by sinking test-holes 
through the cellar to solid rock. 
Supporting Old Foundations. 

In New York t&e law ho'.da the 
builder responsible for any damage 
to adjacent property If Its foundations 
are more than ten feet deep. Many 
of the older buildings have poor foun- 
dations, twelve or fifteen feat deep 
hi the loose sand; and as these would 
certainly he undermined by digging 
alongside them ten or twenty feet 
deeper, as must often be dose, the 
first necessity Is to provide far the'r 
Safety.: Tnls is sometimes done by 
cuttlag holes through the wall and 
Inserting In them long cross-beams, 
tbe ends of which are lifted and sup- 
ported so as to carry the wall while 
the old foundat'ons are removed and 
fiew ones are built In a trench exca- 
vated under the wall to the required 
depth? A notable Instance or such 
nortf -was when the twelve-storey 
wall .of Ojo Decker Building on Union 
Square, New York City, bearing

Is required to provide absolutely safe 
separate supports for from fifty to a 
hundred columns, fifteen or twenty 
feet apart, each carrying ' loads of 
from one hundred to two thousand 
tons. Th rty feet below the surface 
the sand is found compressed to a 
hard, dense mass whlcb, undisturbed, 
will carry safely a load of 6,000 or 
8,000 pounds per square foot. When, 
therefore, the building Is not too 
heavy, and there la no expectation of 
deeper foundations being built along' 
side, the new foundations are often 
la'd on the surface of the sand, which 
has from one-half to the whole of Ita 
area covered with them. Formerly 
these foundations would necessarily 
have been made pyramidal messes of 
masonry weighing thousands or tons, 
and almost or quite filling the lower 
storeys or the building, and causing 
much extra load on the soil. 

A layer of concrete a foot or two 
th'ck Is now apread over the bottom 
of the pit, and on it are bedded rows 
of steel beams set c'osely together. 
Across the middles of these bsams 
deop steel girders are placed, and on 
them the columns rise to a height of 
from two hundred to four hundred 
feet. Their loads of three ml lion 
pounds or more are thus spread out 
by the beams, girders, and concrete, 
so as to cause a reduced uniform 
pressure on the soil. Cement is 
filled ; n between the beams and gird- 
ers, and packed around them to seal 
tbem thoroughly against moisture; 
then clean earth or sand is rammed 
In up to tbe column bases, and cov- 
ered with tbe concrete or the cellar 
floor. 

An Earthquake-proof Building, , 

The riflcou-storey Spreckels Build- 
ing In San Francisco Is tho tallest on 
the Pac'ric coast, and was burton 
soft ground, where to the danger of 
settling was added that of earth- 
quakes.
